in the coal consumption of 109] 
tons after generating 188,400 more 
kilowatt hours,

This 
is all the more gratifying 
compared with the heavy falline 
off in traffic on other western sys 
tems where the fare structure was 
not changed, Calgary showing a 
decrease of 489,641 in passengers 
carried and Saskatoon a decreas 
of 263,495.

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EDMONTON HAS A CHANCE 


During the first nine months of the year the 
city of Edmonton has taken in more money 
than it paid out, $12,000 more. 

That will not help the taxpayer pay a 64 
mill tax rate. It does not affect the basic fact 
that debt overhead will have to come dcewn. 
But it does show that the city’s cash has been 
handled with duc regard to incorne and outgo, 
that its financial affairs are in order, and that 
there is no need whatever of the city going 
“broke” or breaking its taxpayers by unpay- 
able tax demands. 

The one thing Edmonton does need is that 
its debt carrying charges be cut down in pro- 
portion to the reduced earnings of its taxpayers. 
If that were done, it would be plain sailing 
Until it is done, a favorable balance in the till 
at any given date does not mean either than the 
city is financially safe or that the taxpayers 
can carry on at the present rate of taxation. 

That simply is not possible, without a sudden 
improvement in world conditions of which there 
is no present prospect. That the city has a 
small surplus in current eccount, with all obli- 
gations met, is due to the imposition of taxation 
heavier than is either just or permanently 
endurable. 

Back of that surplus looins the sinister fact 
that taxpayers are falling into arrears and losing 
their property. There is plainly in sight a 
possibility that the city may become “land 
poor,” to a point where taxpayers will be too 
few in number to meet the levies, and property 
of so little value that it won't be worth the 
taxes. 

The showing of the financial report is that 
there is a chance to save the city, by saving its 
taxpayers—if debt charges are brought down 
into line with the deflated earnings out of which 
taxes must be paid, if they are to be paid. 


“PEGGED” WHEAT 

The Dorninion Government will back the 
selling agency of the wheat pools in buying 
wheat at 75 cents a bushel, December delivery, 
basis Ft. William. In other words, the price of 
wheat has been “pegged” at that figure, by 
using the public credit. If the wheat has to be 
sold eventually for less money, the federal 
treasury will make up the loss to the selling 
agency. 

Taxpayers who rightly appreciate the in- 
fluence of ‘wheat money” on the business of 
the country will not object to the risk they are 
being made to accept to thus put a “bottom” in 
the market; even though the pegged price is 
about fifteen cents a bushel above the world 
price, calculating on the gold money basis. 

The farmer cannot make money at 75 cents 
a bushel) for the best grade of wheat, but he 
may get enough to pay his current bills and 
stay in business. Anything less than that would 
mean disaster for him, and another year of pro- 
gressive disaster for the wheat grower. would 
spell continued stagnation and unemployment 
in all lines and in all sections of Canada outside 
the mining regions. 

Pegging the price of wheat is speculating

THE LID IS ON 


Mr. “Tommy” Church, the only Conservative

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Danger of Earache 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Earache may occur in both children and 
adulis and my message to you today is: AT 
THE FIRST SIGN OF EARACHE, START 
PROPER TREATMENT AT ONCE. The trouble 
which begins as simple earache may develop 
into discharge from the ear, or may bring about 
mastoiditis, or may lead to 
deafness, if neglected. Any 
earache, no matter how tem- 
porary it may seem, requires 
attention. 

Most earaches start in the 
middle ear, which is a cavity 
located between the cuter 
ear and inner ear. This mid- 
dle ear chamber is connected 
with the back of the nose by 
a narrow tube called the 
Eustachian tube. An infection 
of the nose and throat may extend to the mid- 
dle ear by way of this Eustachian tube. Trouble 
in the middle ear is accompanied by swelling of 
the mucous membrane which lines it and by an 
increased secretion of mucus. The swelling may 
block the tube, preventing proper drainage with 
the result that there accumulates an excess of 
mucus in the middle ear, sometimes mixed with 
pus. The affected ear feels full and a sharp 
pain may begin. In some cases, the pain is a 
dull ache. 

There may be a

swift stab of pain on 
attempting to swallow. If the patient is a child, 
he becomes restless and irritable. Even a very 
young baby is usually able to show the mcther 
what is wrong by placing the hand over the part 
which hurts. 

In addition to the painful ache and the pres- 
sure within the ear, an inflammatory process 
may begin and with improper treatment the 
pus may work back until it reaches the mastoid 
process, behind the ear, causing mastoiditis, 
which is a serious disorder. 

Or, the eardrum may rupture producing a 
discharge of pus. Discharge from the ear, like 
earache needs immediate attention. Usually the 
discharge is thick and purulent and may have 
an unpleasant odor. If neglected, the trouble 
nay become chronic and in time, cause deaf- 
ness. 

When an earache or discharge develops, the 
safest plan is to stop all food for a day or two 
as this assists the ear in emptying itse:if of 
catarrhal mucus which may have accumulated. 
If everyone would do this at the start of an ear- 
ache there would be few cases of mastoiditis. 
In every case a fast from food for a few days 
tends to bring relief, as the caterrhal inflam- 
mation is reduced under the fasting treatment. 
A patient with either earache or ear discharge 
will find it a gocd plan to use a diet rich in the 
alkaline elements found in the non-starchy 
vegetables both cooked and raw. To this should 
be added a moderate amount of meat. At the 
same time, encourage elimination of wastes 
from the intestines, kidneys, and skin. Avoid 
starches, sugers and milk until the ear treuble 
disappears.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR 
COUNCIL 

Editor Bulletin: Enclosed is a 
copy of a letter I have sent to the 
City Clerk raising the question 
of qualifications of school board 
employees to hold office as either 
mayor or aldermen, 

This matter is, in my opinion, 
of just as much importance as the 
question of property qualification 
which was raised last year 

I think most taxpayers will 
Agree that it {s not advisable to 
have paid employees of the city, 
whether directly or indirectly 
paid by the city, using valuable 
time which to a certain extent 
has already been hired, in assum- 
ing part or whole control of the 
taxpayers affairs. 

To emphasize the point I would 
draw your attention to the annual 
report of the cities of East Wind- 
sor, Sandwich and Riverside, 
where Edmonton holds detaulted 
bonds, This report states that 
since the supervisors took control 
the following results have been 
obtained: 

Administration expenses includ- 
{ng boards and hospitals expenses 


reduced, Windsor 51%, River- 
side 54%, Sandwich 26%. School 
expensef, Windsor 57%, River- 
side 57%, Sandwich 48%. Other 


expenses of a fixed nature, Wind- 
sor 40%, Riverside 68%, Sand- 
wich 63%, It also states statuary 
penalties have been eliminated 
and direct relief entirely assumed 
by the provincial government. 
The tax rolls were cleared of non 
tax collectable property — the 
assessment was reduced and the 
1933 expenditure budget based en- 
tirely upon the basis of actual tax 
collection in 1932. 

As such action must of neces- 
sity and in fact was approved by 
the sitting councils of those cities, 
it is apparent that it could not 
have been done without having 
independent people sitting on the 
councils 

Edmonton evidently, if present 
indications agree, is faced with a 
similar situation in 1935 and 
therefore the idea of having em- 
ployees sit on the council board 
is one well open to question.

PROPOSED POULTRY 

Fdithr Bulletin: Upon reading 
the poultry marketing act, one 
must admit that its powers are 
sweeping 

If this act goes into force it will 
take away from the producer any 
voice he has about his products | 
By the time we get through pay | 
ing all the local and provincial 
and Dominion boards, including 
such men as poultry experts 
which will be furnished us at a 
good salary to come around and 
teil us how to make our hens 
lay and what is the best feed for 
the same, profits will be nil | 

We get this advice free at pre 
sent through the government, but 
according to the act we will have 
to pay for it. 

The poultry producer must sell 
his product on the initial pay- 
ments plan. The baiance, if any 
which is doubtful will be paid at 
the end of January. 

I suppose the parties who are 
pushing this thing won't mind if 
their salaries are paid or not. No 
doubt they will take an initial 
payment on account, I see they 
are going to use the officials of 
the poultry pools. We already 
know what happened the Alberta 
pool under their direction. 


It is the intention under the 
new scheme to use the wholesale 
produce houses for distribution, 
the very concerns which are com- 
pelling us to get together (is that 
sound business) 

If the producer is sending his 
produce all to the pool, why can't 
the pool distribute its own pro- 
duce? 

The producer is compelled to 
deliver his products to the pool 
After that some one else tells him 
just how much he may receive 
If he is not satisfied he cannot 
do a thing as he is tied hand and 
foot and I believe he will be 
licens-d to boot 


If he does not seli to the pool 
his permit will be cancelled 
As soon as this thing is put 
through the pool can borrow a 
cum of $5,000 
Major operations will be car- 
ried out on a pool basis. This will 
involve initial advances to the 
producers. o a safe margin to 
the banks for security who furn- 
ish the money 
Poultrymen should understand 
if this thing is put over they will 
be dictated to as long as the act 
exists 
They will be compelled to reg- 
ister just how many hens and 
roosters they have and how many 
eggs they lay; also keep books 
open for inspection for the plcas- 
ure of the local board, They must 
not sell a dozen eggs or they may 
be fined for bootlegging and put | 
out of busines That is quite 
clear 
Poultrymen should get a copy 
of this act at once,.hold meetings 
and talk it over

The wall was built without re 


gard for natural obstacles, It fol- 
ows an irregular course over 
mountains and through valleys, In 
many places it has crumbled, but 
t is still intact for hundreds of 
miles, At a point near Kalzan the

The wall is generally about 22 
feet high and 20 feet thick, with

|the judicial committee of the privy 
council, Deputy Minister of Jus-

|for London soon to assist Sir Wil- 
lliam Jowitt, counsel for the Do- 
|minion, in the case, Wilfrid Greene 
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Two Millions 


Almost every ship reaching Canada’s Adantic 
ports brought immigrants from Europe, Rail- 
roads were building and towns sprang up 
“overnighe” in the Western provinces. New 
arrivals soon found themselves at work in 
construction or upon the land, Canada’s Cen- 
tury had dawned.
